Be8h Are Benefited by Being Grown 
Together—FowU Consume Many 
Worm* and Insect*. 


(By A. F. irrNTKR. Copyright, 1914.) 
Poultry keeping as a sole interest Is 
practically never met with. Some oth­ 
er Interest Is alw'&ys associated with 
it. 
Of the many different lines of ag­ 
ricultural interest fruit growing is the 
best to work in with poultry keeping. 
This combination is advantageous for 
two reasons—first, two crops are be­ 
ing grown on the ground at on© time; 
second, both fruit and poultry are di­ 
rectly benefited by being grown to­ 
gether. 
Poultry Is benefited by the 
shade of fruit trees and bushes and 
by the worms and insects which are 
chiefly found about trees and bushes, 
while fruit trees and bushes are bene­ 
fited and their growth promoted by 
the rich nourishment of the droppings 
of poultry; also by the destruction of 
worm and insect enemies and by the 
stirring of the ground by the scratch­ 
ing and dusting of the birds. Because 
of 
these 
advantages 
poultry 
runs 
should be liberal in space and set with 
with fruit trees, such as apple, pear, 
peach, etc., and baby chicks should 
be given range of the bush fruit plant­ 
ing®—the patches Bet to blackberries, 
raspberries, currants, etc. 
In the lat­ 
ter case it is better to set brooders or 
colony coops forty to fifty feet apart 
along 
the 
border 
of 
small 
fruit 
patches, the chicks being permitted 
to range at will. 
In setting out fruit trees consider 
their future growth. aDd here again a 
combination can be advantageously 
made. Standard apple trees should be 
set 35 to 40 feet apart each way; but 
as apple trees do not reach bearing 
size under about ten years and will 
not attain full size under about twenty 
it Is best to set quicker maturing and 
earlier decaying fruit trees between 
them. 
Two peach or plum trees can 
be set in spaces between two apple 
trees, and rows of pear and cherry 
trees can be set between the rows. 
The earlier decaying trees are re­ 
moved in season to give the apple 
trees full room to grow. 
The cultivation 
of ground 
about 
fruit trees is aided by poultry, which 
keep up a constant scratching and 
searching for worms and insects, and 
it is found that worm and insect pests 
are kept In subjection wThere fowla or 
chicks are permitted to range. 
When 
the range is among newly set tree® 
or bushes It is found desirable to 
place a mulch of 
small 
stones 
or 
bricks, one or two inches apart, about 
the trees to protect the roots from too 
much scratching. 
Young trees are 
always benefited by being utilized as 
shade for poultry.

• then stale bread lightly moistened in 
! sweet milk. 
After a week bran, mid- 
\ dlings and lat^r ccrnmeal and meat 
scraps are added to the ration. Sprout­ 
ed oats, chopped lettuce or cabbage or 
any available palatable green feed is a 
most important part of the ration 
whenever the ducks or ducklings are 
not free to range. 
Nothing, however. 
quite equals red or white clover or al­ 
falfa, either grazed or supplied artifi­ 
cially. 
A new producer of green feed 
for yarded fowls is the Chinese cab­ 
bage, which looks like a two foot let­ 
tuce and is extremely tender. 
Those who can should permit wide 
range, with water privilege, after the 
ducklings are seven or eight weeks old, 
for this gives great muscular strength 
and lessens feed bills, while with ma­ 
ture ducks it is likely to increase the 
hatchabilitv of the eggs. 
In general, 
bran, middlings, shorts and red dog 
are the main reliance to produce frame 
and 
muscular development. 
Maize, 
oats and barley meal (the latter two 
sieved while the ducklings are yet 
small) tend to add fat. 
Meat hnlps 
along both lines, and bonemeal helps 
to make a good frame. 
Shelter may be of tho simplest, but 
must provide comfort and equable con­ 
ditions. Those, after ample feed and 
cindered ! water- being the key lo success, and 
' those birds w hich, when well matured, 
are thus provided and allowed to order 
their own lives within these limits 
usually become the largest producers. 
The greatest success I have known 
has come through using a barn base­ 
ment for shelter, leaving food where 
| the birds always had access to it and 
I freedom to go and come at will. These 
I birds were handled by an elderly wom­ 
an, far past eighty, known as “a good 
feeder.’' They produced for three years 
under her systematic care an average 
of practically 53 eggs from each IOO 
ducks daily—mere, of course* in thc^ 
summer than in winter 
The best 
general average production of hens in- 
any state in the Union (census report) 
is less than 28 eggs per IOO hens for 
every day in the year, showing a bal- i 
anre in favor of the Indian Runner i 
duck of 25 eggs per year.

The fruit and poultry farming is at 
tractive in some ways, but its actual 
advantages are not so great as many 
would suppose. 
i 
So far as the fruit is concerned, the 
system is essen tis lly that of pastur 
ing the orchard in sod with hens in 
place of sleep or pigs. A pasture ays. 
tem of any kind is generally 
not 
thought equal to growing vegetables 
and small fruits daring the Bummel 
season and sowing the land to crimson 
clover, or rye and sand vetch, for 
green crops to be plowed down the 
following spring. Young trees require 
summer 
culture. 
Poultry 
in 
the 
orchard may be allowed when the 
trees come into full fruit, and the fob 
age is so dense as to shade the ground 
so much as to make the culture of 
vegetables no longer profitable. 
In 
the 
New .England 
states 
portable 
houses are placed in the orchard and 
moved from one location to another 
from time to time. 
This has worked 
well in most instances. 
The orchard 
should be securely fenced to keep the 
poultry in and the night prowlers out 
The combination plan is well suited 
to the general farmer, and to the one 
who engages in a regular retail busi­ 
ness 
throughout the 
year. 
Rocky 
lands and lands that cannot be put un­ 
der cultivation are well suited for 
most all classes of fruit; and the same 
land can be used as a pasture for th€ 
hens. 
The holes for the trees can be 
cheaply opened by the use of dyna 
mite.
